Claims 1 and 7-20 are pending in the application and subject to a restriction 
requirement. In the Restriction Requirement mailed August 17, 2004, the Examiner requested 
election of a single disclosed species. In their Amendment and response dated September 15, 
2004, Applicants elected to prosecute the species of compounds of formula II. The Examiner 
has subsequently requested Applicants to elect a single disclosed compound as the species. In 
response, Applicants elected Example 8 (page 19) which corresponds to compounds of formula 
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Appln. No. 10/759,396
